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MR.  CLARKE  AND  THE  COUNTERFEIT  COINS. 

(A  sidelight  on  numismatic  history).

Anecdotes  which  serve  to  animate  the  bare  bones  of  numismatic  history  are  ever 
of  interest.  Take,  for  example,  the  scarcity  of  small  change  in  the  late  eighteenth 
and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

Following  upon  the  production  of  “  Cartwheel  ”  pennies  and  twopenny  pieces 
by  Matthew  Boulton  at  his  Soho  mint,  Birmingham,  in  1797,  it  is  fact  that  the  next 
issue  of  pennies  and  halfpennies  did  not  take  place  until  1799.  Brooke  then  baldly 
informs  us  that:  “  No  more  copper  was  struck  by  George  III  except  in  1806  and 
1807,  when  halfpence  and  farthings  were  again  coined,”  leaving  to  the  imagination 
what  the  consequences  of  this  omission  might  have  been. 

Owing  to  a  shortage  of  silver  during  this  period,  it  is  also  fact  that  Spanish 
“  pieces  of  eight  ”  were  countermarked  with  the  Goldsmiths’  Company’s  assay  mark 
for  large  silver  bearing  the  head  of  George  III  and  put  into  circulation,  whilst  the 
Bank  of  England  endeavoured  to  relieve  the  economic  consequences  of  the  lack  of 
silver  by  issuing  its  own  dollars  and  tokens  having  a  face  value  of  3s.  and  Is.  6d. 
No  silver  coinage  was  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  between  1801  and  1815,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Text  books  inform  us  that  these  shortages  gave  rise  to  the  unofficial  striking  of 
silver  and  copper  tokens  by  tradesmen  and  municipalities,  and  that  forgery  became 
rife. 
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An  interesting  case  of  forgery,  which  occurred  about  1815,  was  subsequently 
brought  to  light  in  a  dramatic  manner  some  eighteen  years  later  during  the  course 
of  an  official  inquiry  held  in  Hull  just  before  Christmas,  1833.  liarly  in  that  year 
a  Royal  Commission  of  Inquiry  (which  resulted  in  the  passing  of  the  Municipal 
Corporations  Act,  1835)  was  set  up  to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  boroughs  through¬ 
out  England  and  Wales.  Hull’s  turn  to  face  the  Commissioners  for  the  district — 
two  worthy  gentlemen  bearing  the  intriguing  (not  to  say  z/«fortunate)  names, 
Eortunatus  Dwarris  and  Sampson  Augustus  Rurnball  (Esquires) — fell  on  the  4th 
December,  1833. 

During  a  pause  in  the  proceedings  on  the  third  day  of  the  hearing  Mr.  John 
Jackson,  a  leading  member  of  the  Radical  Party,  rose  to  inquire  what  had  become 
of  a  quantity  of  base  and  counterfeit  coin  which  he  alleged  had  been  delivered  to 
the  magistrates  in  the  year  1815  or  1816  by  one  William  Clarke,  a  local  basket 
maker.  It  had  been  delivered  to  Clarke  in  a  parcel,  apparently  addressed  to  him, 
and  he  had  paid  3s.  6d.  for  carriage  on  delivery.  By  a  strange  coincidence  there  ^ 
was  another  person  living  in  the  same  street  as  Clarke  who  had  assumed  the  latter’s 
name,  and  as  a  consequence  of  this  the  parcel  had  been  delivered  to  the  wrong  man. 

Upon  opening  the  parcel  Clarke  found  in  it  a  piece  of  corduroy,  wrapped  in 
which  he  discovered  the  oftending  coins.  Being  an  honest  man,  Clarke  immediately 
took  the  coins  to  the  magistrates  who  impounded  them.  They  told  Clarke  they  would 
let  him  know  when  they  had  apprehended  the  person  for  w'hom  the  parcel  was 
actually  intended,  and  away  he  went.  Hearing  nothing  further  of  the  matter,  Clarke 
again  visited  the  magistrates,  who  reimbursed  him  the  3s.  6d.  he  had  paid  for 
carriage  and  returned  to  him  the  piece  of  corduroy. 

“  It  is  desirable  to  know  what  became  of  the  money,”  said  Jackson.  “  The 
magistrates,  like  Caesar’s  wife,  ought  not  only  to  be  free  from  guilt,  but  from  sus¬ 
picion.  It  is  probable  they  can  clear  themselves  from  all  suspicion,  and  they  ought 
to  consider  themselves  indebted  to  me  for  bringing  the  circumstance  forward.” 

The  Town  Clerk,  incensed  by  Jackson’s  imputation  and  the  sarcastic  manner  in 
which  it  was  made,  sprang  to  his  feet  immediately.  “  Mr.  Jackson  says  he  does  not 
bring  forward  a  charge,”  he  expostulated,  “  but  he  throws  out  insinuations  of  as 
base  a  character  as  his  base  coin.”  At  this  juncture  Mr.  William  Woolley,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Burgesses’  Association,  attempted  to  pour  oil  on  what  had  now 
become  extremely  troubled  waters.  “  Perhaps,”  he  suggested,  “  Mr.  Jackson  means 
to  put  a  general  question — what  becomes  of  stolen  property  when  it  is  not  claimed  ?  ” 
Jackson,  however,  was  having  none  of  this.  “  No!  ”  he  persisted.  “  I  think  there 
are  reasonable  grounds  for  stating  this  matter.  I  have  a  communication  from  an  ^ 
individual,  and  if  I  mention  the  circumstances  it  will  show  the  importance  of 
investigating  the  matter.  In  1815  or  1816  change  was  remarkably  scarce,  and  the 
corporation  were  in  the  habit  of  applying  at  the  post-office  weekly  for  £5  or  £6  worth 
of  change.  It  so  happened,  that  after  the  base  and  counterfeit  money  was  delivered 
to  them,  the  person  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  applying  for  change  ceased  to  go.” 

By  this  time  the  air  was  alive  with  the  sound  of  hisses  and  derisory  laughter. 
Pressed  by  the  Commissioners  and  one  of  the  local  magistrates  to  state  whether  he 
wished  to  make  a  specific  charge,  Jackson  refused  to  do  so,  amid  angry  cries  of 
“  Turn  him  out!  ” 

“  Certainly  I  make  no  charge,  because  I  can  prove  nothing,”  said  Jackson. 

“  These  circumstances  excite  suspicion,  and  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  magis¬ 
trates  as  well  as  the  public  to  explain  what  has  become  of  that  base  coin.” 

Indeed,  he  could  prove  nothing!  The  cessation  of  the  weekly  visits  to  the  post 
office  by  “  the  person  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  applying  for  the  change  ”  could 
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have  been  attributable  to  any  number  of  valid  reasons.  Unfortunately,  the  matter 
was  not  investigated  further,  and  it  is  nowhere  recorded  whether  any  repercussions 
ensued  from  this  unfortunate  contretemps. 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate  what  might  in  fact  have  happened  to  the  counterfeit 
coin.  Following  Mr.  Woolley’s  admirable  suggestion,  let  us  pose  the  general  question 
which  Mr.  Jackson  would  have  been  well  advised  to  ask:  What  normally  became  of 
counterfeit  coin  surrendered  to  the  magistrates  at  this  particular  time  ?  Having 
asked  a  “  Woolley  ”  question,  however,  one  must  not  be  altogether  surprised  if  one 
receives  a  somewhat  woolly  answer,  as  the  state  of  the  law  on  the  subject  appears 
to  have  been  distinctly  unsatisfactory. 

A  clue  to  the  answer  is  provided  by  the  following  passage  taken  from  Baker’s 
“  History  of  Scarborough  ” : 

“  1781.  Base  Coin:  The  Deputy  Recorder  informed  the  Court  that  he  had  in 
his  hands  the  nett  sum  of  £i  16s.  Od.  arising  from  the  sale  of  eight  stone  and 
five  pounds  of  base  and  counterfeit  half-pence  seized  from  David  Estell,  tailor, 
in  the  time  of  Plaxton  Dickenson  and  Jonas  Sutton  (1778),  bailiffs  and  justices 
of  the  borough,  after  allowing  3s.  for  cutting  and  defacing.” 

We  are  not  told  who  did  the  cutting  and  defacing,  nor  is  it  revealed  to  whom  the 
metal  was  sold,  or  what  was  the  eventual  destination  of  the  net  proceeds. 

It  was  not  until  the  passing  of  the  Coinage  Offences  Act,  1861,  that  it  became 
obligatory  upon  justices  to  deliver  up  false  and  counterfeit  coin  either  to  the  Mint, 
to  the  Treasury  Solicitor,  or  to  any  person  authorised  by  them  to  receive  it.  This 
is  still  the  law  by  virtue  of  the  Coinage  Offences  Act,  1936,  but  in  the  eighteenth 
and  early  nineteenth  centuries  the  position  appears  to  have  been  dependent  on 
whether  the  forged  coin  was  of  silver  or  copper,  and  upon  whether  it  had  been 
“  brought  into  Court  ”  or  not. 

Where  any  money,  whether  silver  or  copper,  was  produced  in  Court  by  way  of 
evidence  during  the  course  of  a  prosecution,  it  was  provided  by  the  statute  8  &  9 
William  HI  c.  26  that  the  judge  should  cause  it  to  be  cut  in  pieces  in  open  Court, 
or  in  the  presence  of  some  justice  of  the  peace,  and  “  delivered  to  or  for  such  Person 
or  Persons  to  whom  the  same  of  Right  shall  appertain.”  No  doubt  this  intriguing 
provision  gave  rise  to  many  a  knotty  legal  problem,  and  it  would  appear  from  the 
Scarborough  case  that  the  Courts  had  their  own  home-spun  methods  of  cutting 
the  Gordian  knot!  The  “  bona  fides  ”  of  the  Scarborough  justices,  however,  were 
clearly  established  by  virtue  of  the  Deputy-Recorder’s  statement  made  in  open  Court. 

The  statute  9  &  10  William  HI  c.  21  empowered,  but  did  not  compel,  any  person 
(including  justices)  to  break  or  deface  pieces  of  silver  money  suspected  of  being 
counterfeit,  it  being  provided  that  if  the  broken  piece  turned  out  to  be  good  coin: 
“  it  will  be  at  the  breaker’s  peril,  who  shall  stand  the  loss  of  it.”  Any  dispute  as  to 
whether  a  broken  coin  was  good  or  bad  could  be  determined  by  the  “  Mayor, 
Bailiff  or  Bailiffs,  or  other  Chief  Officer  of  any  City  or  Town  Corporate,”  or  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace  in  a  County. 

In  1797  it  was  laid  down  that  counterfeit  copper  coin,  “  by  Order  of  the  Court 
where  [the]  Offender  or  Offenders  shall  be  tried,  or  by  Order  of  some  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  case  there  be  no  trial,  be  defaced  or  destroyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as 
such  Court ^or  Justice  shall  direct  ”  (37  George  HI  c.  126,  s.  7). 

It  was  never  explained  what  the  Hull  justices  did  with  the  counterfeit  money 
which  was  surrendered  to  them  by  Mr.  Clarke.  One  assumes  that  it  was  not 
“  brought  into  Court,”  otherwise  Clarke  would  have  been  called  as  a  witness  for  the 
prosecution  and  Jackson  would  have  heard  about  it.  If,  then,  the  forged  money  was 
of  silver  the  justices  could  have  had  it  broken  up,  but  they  were  under  no  obligation

to  do  so.  Nor  was  there  anything  laid  down  by  statute  regarding  the  method  of 
disposal  of  such  coin,  whether  broken  up  or  not.  If  it  was  of  copper,  then  the  justices 
were  perfectly  entitled  to  order  its  disposal  in  such  manner  as  they  might  direct. 
Jackson’s  suggestion  was  that  they  caused  it  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Corporation 
intact,  to  be  thereafter  set  in  circulation.  This,  of  course,  would  have  constituted  the 
offence  of  “  uttering  ”  counterfeit  coin  and  would  have  been  a  very  serious  matter. 

In  the  absence  of  any  evidence  to  the  contrary,  one  must  assume  that  the  justices 
acted  honourably  and  according  to  law.  In  all  probability  they  would  follow  the 
course  adopted  by  the  Scarborough  justices,  selling  the  metal  after  causing  the  pieces 
to  be  broken  up  and  applying  the  proceeds  of  sale  to  some  proper  purpose. 

Although  the  Hull  Corporation  struck  no  municipal  tokens  of  its  own,  pennies 
and  halfpennies  were  produced  in  Hull  (all  dated  1812,  but  many  of  which  were 
doubtless  struck  subsequent  to  this  date)  by  the  proprietor  of  the  Hull  Lead  Works, 
Mr.  J.  K.  Picard,  who  was  also  a  barrister  and  the  Deputy  Recorder  of  the  borough.  | 
Could  it  be  that  it  was  he  who  bought  the  metal  for  the  production  of  his  own  tokens  ?  * 
We  shall  never  know! 

The  story  of  Mr.  Clarke  and  the  counterfeit  coins  illustrates  but  one  tiny  facet 
of  the  problem  created  by  the  nefarious  activities  of  the  forger  round  about  this  time. 
Multiply  the  incident  many  thousands  of  times,  and  one  can  perhaps  begin  to  imagine 
the  full  extent  of  the  problem  involved.  As  far  back  as  1789  (over  a  quarter  of  a 
century  earlier  than  the  Clarke  incident)  Matthew  Boulton  wrote  in  a  letter: 

“  In  the  course  of  my  journeys  I  observe  that  I  receive  upon  an  average  two 
thirds  counterfeit  halfpence  for  change  at  tollgates,  etc.,  and  I  believe  the  evil 
is  daily  increasing  as  the  spurious  money  is  carried  into  circulation  by  the 
lowest  class  of  manufacturers  who  pay  with  it  the  principal  part  of  the  wages 
of  the  poor  people  they  employ.  They  purchase  from  the  subterranean  coiners 
thirtysix-shillings’s  worth  of  copper  (in  nominal  value)  for  twenty  shillings, 
so  that  the  profit  derived  from  the  cheating  is  very  large.” 

As  late  as  1851  the  sum  of  “  £90  in  bad  silver,  mostly  halfcrowns  ”  was  found 
amongst  the  final  takings  at  the  Great  Exhibition.  Counterfeiting  was  clearly  on  the 
decline  by  this  time,  but  the  trouble,  misery  and  economic  upheaval  caused  in  the 
intervening  period  must  have  been  untold.  Neither  the  penalty  of  death  nor  that  of 
transportation  (being  penalties  for  the  counterfeiting  of  gold  and  silver  coin)  proved 
a  sufficient  deterrent  to  the  forger  and,  with  the  foregoing  background  in  mind,  one 
can  well  appreciate  the  righteous  indignation  seething  behind  the  quaint  form  of 
indictment  with  which  the  contemporary  forger  was  arraigned : 

“  That  A.B.  of  etc.  not  having  God  before  his  Eyes  but  being  seduced  by  the  ( 
Instigation  of  the  Devil,  on  the  Day,  etc.,  in  the  Year  of  the  Reign,  etc.,  at 
the  Parish  of,  etc.,  in  the  said  County,  did  falsly  and  traitorously  forge,  counter¬ 
feit  and  Coin  twenty  pieces  of  Brass  and  Copper,  and  other  mixed  metals,  to 
the  Resemblance  and  Likeness  of  good,  lawful  and  currant  Money  of  the  King 
and  Kingdom  of  England,  to  the  great  Prejudice  and  Deceit  of  the  subjects 
of  our  said  Lord  the  King,  and  against  the  Peace,  etc.,  and  also  against  the 
form  of  the  Statute,  etc.” 

One  could  hardly  have  blamed  the  draftsman  had  he  chosen  thirty  as  being  an 
appropriate  number  of  pieces  for  insertion  in  his  precedent  instead  of  twenty,  for 
Judas  himself,  “  not  having  God  before  his  eyes,”  was  surely  “  seduced  by  the 
Instigation  of  the  Devil  ”  in  like  manner  to  the  forger. 
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THE  TOLA.

Occasionally  there  is  seen  offered  for  sale  the  Indian  gold  tola,  yet  little  or  nothing 
is  generally  known  or  published  about  these  pieces.  This  is  because  they  do  not 
properly  come  within  the  province  of  numismatics,  but  they  often  appear  to  be  a 
form  of  currency  and  prove  embarrassing  to  a  collector  who  knows  nothing  about 
tolas.  The  following  short  account  w'hich  deals  with  their  production  and  use  was 
derived  from  conversations  with  people  who  know  of  and  have  used  them. 

Tolas  are  not  coins,  neither  are  they  intended  to  pass  as  currency.  The  tola 
is  in  fact  a  standard  weight  by  which  bullion  is  sold  in  India,  and  may  be  purchased 
over  the  bank  counter  in  this  ready  weighed  form.  Reputable  banks  and  bullion 
dealers  have  tola  pieces  and  bars  produced  at  the  government  mint:  they  bear, 
essentially,  the  name  of  the  bank  or  issuing  company,  the  fineness  of  the  metal,  and 
the  weight  (in  tolas).  I  have  been  informed  that  tolas  are  sold  in  the  following 
multiples  and  fractions. 

Gold  J,  1,  2+,  5,  10,  tolas. 

Silver  1,  2i,  5,  10,  15,  20,  25,  tolas. 

2h  tolas  equals  1  oz.  avoirdupois. 

The  Indian  people  buy  gold  and  less  frequently  silver  in  this  form  principally  to 
have  it  fashioned  into  articles  for  religious  use  or  into  items  of  personal  jewellery. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  a  local  goldsmith  who  does  not  normally  have  the  wealth 
or  security  to  carry  stocks  of  the  raw  material  and  bases  his  charges  solely  on  manu¬ 
facturing  the  precious  metal  which  is  brought  to  him;  he  works  to  accepted  artistic 
traditions  and  caters  for  personal  taste  and  budget,  for  these  reasons  he  is  generally 
prefered  to  the  “  ready  made  ”  retail  jeweller.  Upon  receiving  the  finished  article 
the  customer  may  have  it  tested  and  marked  at  a  government  assay  office. 

Tolas  have  an  exciting  rather  official  seal-like  character ;  time,  care,  and  a  degree  of 
artistry  is  taken  in  the  production  of  dies  and  moulds,  probably  to  assist  sales,  for, 
although  they  are  occasionally  held  as  bullion,  the  ideal  life  cycle  of  a  tola  is  Mint — 
B.\nk — Purchase — Goldsmith — Melting  Pot,  and  hardly  merits  the  expense  of 
artistic  employment.

THE  MERITORIOUS  SERVICE  MEDAL  AWARDED  TO 

THE  REGULAR  ARMY.

On  the  19th  December  1845  a  Royal  Warrant  was  published  authorising  that  a 
sum  not  exceeding  £2,000  a  year  be  distributed  for  the  purpose  of  granting  annuities, 
as  rewards  for  distinguished  or  meritorious  service,  to  Sergeants  who  were  at  that 
time,  or  in  the  future,  in  the  Army.  This  annuity  could  be  awarded  whilst  the 
Sergeant  was  serving  or  after  discharge  with  or  without  pension  up  to  £20  per 
recipient.  In  the  case  of  serving  Sergeants  the  annuity  would  be  held  during  their 
service  pending  retirement. 
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In  addition  to  the  annuity  recipients  were  to  be  awarded  and  allowed  to  wear  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  a  silver  medal  to  be  known  as  the 
Meritorious  Service  Medal  and  the  medal  had  on  the  obverse  the  Royal  Effigy  of 
Victoria  and  on  the  reverse  “  for  meritorious  service  ”  and  the  name  and  Regiment 
with  date  of  award  of  the  recipient. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  same  Royal  VC^arrant  also  contained  amendments 
concerning  grants  for  outfit  allowance  to  soldiers  commissioned  from  the  ranks,, 
gratuities  for  the  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal,  and  the  award  of  long 

service  stripes.  .  •  »> 

On  the  10th  June  1884  a  further  Royal  Warrant  covermg  Pay  and  Promotion 
was  issued  which  contained  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  award  of  the 
Meritorious  Service  Aledal  and  Annuity  in  Articles  897-901.  This  Royal  Warrant 
increased  the  amount  of  money  available  for  annuities  to  be  distributed  annually, 
providing  they  were  recommended  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  no  individual 
received  more  than  3(^20.  The  amount  of  money  made  available  annually  for  annuities

This  same  Royal  Warrant  ruled  that  when  a  soldier  was  promoted  to  a  Commission 
he  would  be  allowed  to  retain  the  medal,  but  would  relinquish  his  annuity,  which  \^uld 
become  available,  together  with  a  new  medal  to  some  other  non-commissioned  officer. 

The  most  important  change  in  this  Royal  Warrant  of  1884  was  that  the  medal 
and  annuity  could  be  awarded  to  Sergeants  and  above,  and  not  restricted  to  Seigeants, 
as  had  been  the  case  under  the  Royal  Warrant  of  1845. 

The  1884  Royal  Warrant  also  gave  the  rules  for  the  award  of  a  medal  “  For 
Distinguished  Conduct  in  the  Field,”  which  it  states  could  be  issued  “  in  heu  of  the 
medal  for  Meritorious  Service.”  Recipients  were  not  restricted  to  the  rank  01 
Serc^eant  and  above,  but  if  they  were  a  Sergeant  or  above  they  were  eligible  tor 
awa'rd  of  the  Meritorious  Service  Annuity.  It  is  here  that  the  first  signs  of  confusion 
would  appear  to  occur  over  the  grant  of  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal  for  (a) 
distinguished  or  meritorious  service  or  (b)  gallantry.  As  will  be  seen  in  subsequent 
paragraphs  this  confusion  continued  until  1928  when  the  British  Empire  Medal  \\as| 

The  riband  of  the  medal  was  crimson  but  in  an  Army  Order  183  of  1916  issued 
in  June,  the  colour  of  the  riband  was  changed  to  crimson  with  white  edges,  followed 
bv  a  further  change  to  crimson  with  white  edges  and  a  white  line  down  the  centre 
in  July  1917  under  authority  of  Army  Order  238  of  1917.  These  Army  Orders  of 
1916  and  1917  stated  that  the  new  ribands  would  only  be  taken  into  use  by  holders 
of  the  medal  who  were  at  the  time  of  the  change  serving  members  of  the  Ar^^y* . 
therefore  follows  that  it  is  possible  that  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal  issued  duiing 
the  reign  of  King  George  V  could  be  found  with  three  different  coloured  ribands.

IMPORTANT  PRIVATE  COLLECTION  STOLEN.

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First  Prosecution  under  the  1966  Gold  Regulations.  A  collection  of  coins  built  up  over 
the  past  40  years  landed  a  Cornish  garage  owner  in  court  yesterday  and  created  legal  history. 
Frederick  Knight,  of  Mevagissey,  who  started  his  collection  when  he  was  10,  became  the  first 
person  to  be  prosecuted  under  a  1966  Order  which  says  that  consent  is  needed  to  hold  more  than 
four  gold  coins  minted  after  1837. 

Knight  was  fined  £50  for  “  while  not  being  an  authorised  dealer,  he  failed  to  offer  for  sale 
703  gold  coins  to  an  authorised  dealer.”  An  order  was  made  for  disposal  of  the  coins  at  the  order 
vf  the  Treasury.  Knight,  who  had  pleaded  guilty,  was  also  fined  £5  for  failing  to  offer  54 
United  States  dollars  for  sale  to  an  authorised  dealer. 

Mr.  Philip  Stephens,  defending,  said  that  this  was  not  a  question  of  hoarding  and  to  apply 
the  penalties  designed  to  prevent  gold  hoarding  was  a  classic  example  of  taking  a  sledgehammer 
to  crack  a  walnut. 

Mr.  Doiran  Williams,  prosecuting  for  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions,  said  the  Order 
came  into  effect  on  April  7,  1966,  in  considerable  publicity.  If  a  person  had  more  than  four  gold 
coins  minted  after  1837,  they  must  be  offered  for  sale  to  an  authorised  dealer  unless  consent 
had  been  obtained  to  retain  the  collection.  Police,  believing  he  had  a  considerable  quantity  of 
gold  coins,  obtained  a  search  warrant  and  took  possession  of  714  gold  coins,  11  of  which  were 
found  to  be  counterfeit.  Knight  had  told  the  police  he  had  not  been  aware  of  the  new  law. 

The  prosecution  accepted  that  this  was  a  genuine  collection.  The  Treasury  were  not  pressing 
for  a  forfeiture  brder  and  would  be  content  with  an  order  permitting  the  sale  of  the  collection 
under  the  terms  of  the  Order. 

Mr.  Stephens,  defending  said;  “  His  father  and  grandfather,  and  a  person  to  whom  he  was 
kind,  left  him  their  collections.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  a  more  genuine  collection  of  coins  ranging 
from  Elizabethan  times  to  the  present.  This  legislation  has  all  the  aspects  of  retrospective 
legislation.  Mr.  Knight  did  what  was  perfectly  legal  for  40  years  and  then,  by  the  stroke  of  a 
pen  in  April,  1966,  it  became  illegal  to  have  what  he  had  collected.  I  ask  you  to  say  that  this  was 
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as  far  from  hoarding  gold  as  Mr.  Knight  is  from  being  King  Midas.”  The  Treasury  had 
selected  him  as  a  guinea  pig  “  so  that  people  will  know  they  can  be  prosecuted  for  this.” 

iVlr.  William  Nicholas,  chairman,  said  the  magistrates  accepted  that  there  was  no  question 
ot  hoarding  gold  but  they  felt  that  such  a  keen  collector  should  have  known  of  the  new  regulations. 

After  the  case,  Mr.  Knight  was  told  by  a  Treasury  official  that  favourable  consideration 
would  probably  be  given  to  an  application  by  him  to  be  registered  as  a  collector.  If  he  was  so 
registered  he  would  be  able  to  keep  two  gold  coins  for  each  year  but  would  have  to  sell  those  in 
excess  of  that  number.  A  genuine  coin  collector  may  apply  for  permission  to  hold  more  than 
four  gold  coins  minted  after  1837,  But  he  must  have  held  the  coins  on  April  7,  1966,  when  the 
order  came  into  force, — Daily  Telegraph,  I9th  January ,  1967 

Maria  Theresia  Taler  Restrikes.  I  wonder  if  you  might  be  able  to  find  space  in  your 
Bulletin  for  a  small  enquiry.  I  am  trying  to  sort  out  the  Maria  Theresia  restrike  talers  and 
should  be  interested  to  hear  from  any  collectors  who  have  coins  minted  before  1960  and  who 
know  the  mint  responsible  for  their  issue.  It  would  be  equally  valuable  to  hear  of  coins  whose 
whereabouts  has  been  known  for  a  number  of  years,  so  that  a  terminal  date  for  their  minting 
is  established. — M.  R.  Broom.

The  Fishpool  (Newstead)  Treasure.  The  Nottinghamshire  gold  hoard  inquest  jury 
decided  at  Mansfield  today  (16th  Dec.)  that  the  find  was  Treasure  Trove.  Immediately  after 
they  announced  their  decision,  Nottingham  District  Coroner,  Mr.  C.  A.  Mack,  said  papers 
concerning  the  inquest  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions.  And  he 
said  one  of  the  five  men  who  found  the  gold  and  a  little  boy  who  wandered  on  to  the  treasure 
site  and  picked  up  four  coins — are  to  be  rewarded.  He  also  criticised  four  other  workmen  for 
not  revealing  immediately  what  they  had  found  at  Fishpool  in  March.  He  suggested  that  they 
got  together  to  “  cook  the  goose  ”  for  a  policeman  concerned  in  inquiries  after  the  find. 

It  took  the  jury  50  minutes  to  reach  their  verdict  on  the  1,236  coins  and  ten  pieces  of 
jewellery — Britain’s  biggest  recorded  find  of  medieval  gold  coins.  They  had  heard  there  was 
no  way  of  determining  who  had  buried  it  or  why. 

Air.  Mack  spoke  highly  of  Nottingham  lorry  driver  Bernard  Beeton  who,  he  said,  made 
“  an  absolute  disclosure  ”  of  what  he  had  discovered.  The  coroner  told  the  jury  that  they 
might  feel  that  four  of  the  men  on  the  site  had  got  together  to  “  cook  the  goose  ”  for  P.c.  Taylor 
if  they  themselves  were  to  be  in  trouble.  “  Two  of  the  men  were  liars  with  their  own  lips,” 
said  Mr.  Alack. 

The  coroner  said  a  reward  applicable  to  his  find  would  be  made  to  Air,  Beeton,  and  to  the 
boy  from  whom  the  lorry  driver  had  “  rescued  ”  four  coins.  Speaking  of  the  finder,  John 
Craughwell,  Mr.  Mack  told  the  jury:  “  Not  for  one  moment  should  you  consider  him  entitled 
to  receive  one  penny  reward  for  any  part  of  his  find.”  He  gave  similar  advice  to  the  jury  about 
James  Flint,  Alichael  Blythe  and  Alfred  Martin. 

Mr.  Mack  said:  “  The  Crown,  through  the  British  Museum,  are  generous  to  the  extreme 
to  those  who  find  and  hand  over  for  preservation  by  the  proper  people  these  relics  of  our  past 
history,  of  which  these  beautiful  things  form  such  an  important  part.” 

And  he  added  that  P.c.  Taylor  was  not  on  trial. 

“  I  felt,  after  consulting  Taylor’s  legal  advisers,  that  it  was  proper  if  they  so  wished  that 
he  should,  however,  come  before  you  to  deny  allegations  that  I  knew  would  be  made  against 
him  that  in  dealing  with  this  find  he  short-counted  allegedly  certain  of  the  finders.” 

Miss  Marion  Archibold,  assistant  keeper  in  the  department  of  coins  at  the  British  Aluseum,® 
said  the  find  comprised  gold  coins  of  the  Kings  of  England  from  Edward  III  to  Edward  IV,  ^ 
together  with  Scottish  and  Continental  coins  and  two  contemporary  pieces.  She  believed 
they  were  deposited  in  the  ground  in  early  1465.  The  Edward  IV  issue  were  in  mint  condition. 

“  This  find  is  the  largest  recorded  of  English  medieval  gold  coins,”  she  said.  “  No 
previously  known  find  has  contained  nobles  of  Edward  IV  or  Anglo-Gaelic  salutes.”  She  said 
that  coins  of  the  Dukes  of  Burgundy  were  especially  interesting.  There  was  nothing  in  the 
hoard  to  establish  the  original  owner,  whether  an  individual  or  an  institution,  but  it  was 
unlikely  that  it  had  anything  to  do  with  the  monastery  dissolution,  or  anything  like  that. 

Aliss  Archibold  said  her  opinion  was  that  the  gold  was  hidden  and  a  number  of  facts 
pointed  to  this  situation.  Evidence  already  heard  indicated  there  had  been  a  container  of  some 
kind  and  the  coins  were  stacked  in  neat  piles.  The  coins  could  have  been  dropped  by  pedestrians, 
horsemen  or  pack-horsemen  in  times  of  imm.ediate  danger  or  no  danger  whatever.  Even  at 
this  time  the  hoard  would  still  have  considerable  value  and  was  doubtless  the  subject  of  special 
guard,  said  the  witness. 

Miss  Archibold  said  the  size  and  weight  of  the  package' were  such  that  any  of  the  travellers 
would  see  and  hear  it  drop  and  obviously  recover  it.  In  case  of  emergency  the  hoard  may  have 
been  hidden  and  if  the  person  in  charge  had  been  killed  or  had  run  away  it  was  reasonable  to 
suggest  the  package  would  have  been  found  and  removed  by  the  creators  of  the  emergency. 
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“  This  leads  to  the  opinion  that  there  was  no  accidental  losing,”  said  Miss  Archibold.  During 
this  period  there  were  no  banking  arrangements  as  known  today,  nor  methods  of  investing  into 
funds.  In  those  days  the  earth  became  the  banker  and  in  times  of  national  or  personal  danger 
the  wealth  of  a  family  was  buried. 

Miss  Archibold  said  the  54  coins  recovered  from  a  firm  of  antique  dealers  together  with 
the  two  obtained  from  a  London  dealer  were  part  of  the  Newstead  hoard.  One  of  the  Edward  IV 
nobles  was  unknown  before  this  discovery.  The  Anglo-Gaelic  salutes  were  unknown  in  English 
hoards  except  in  this  find.  Miss  Archibold  listed  the  lots  recovered  by  various  workmen.  It 
was  stated  that  one  coin  was  brought  back  from  Denver,  U.S.A.,  having  been  recovered  from 
the  brother  of  William  Ernest  Wright,  one  of  the  workmen  on  the  site.  Miss  Archibold  said 
she  had  no  doubt  the  gold  was  hidden  with  the  idea  of  recovering  it,  as  opposed  to  its  being 
lost  or  abandoned. — Nottingham  Evening  Post^  I6th  December^  1966. 


Notts,  police  are  still  searching  for  a  mystery  man  mentioned  in  the  Newstead  Abbey 
treasure  trove  inquest  held  at  Mansfield  last  week.  The  man,  whose  name  is  believed  to  be 
Hewlitt  Cosgrove  Thompson,  sold  56  of  the  coins  unearthed  near  the  Abbey  to  a  London 
dealer  for  ^^23,6 10.  He  told  the  dealer  he  was  from  Northampton,  and  the  coins  were  from  his 
grandfather’s  collection.  [B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  is  not  the  company  concerned. — Editor]. 

Det.-Supt.  Thomas  McCullough,  head  of  Nottinghamshire  C.I.D.,  said  today  that  routine 
inquiries  were  being  made,  and  the  search  for  the  man  spread  to  the  London  area.  Statements 
taken  during  the  two-day  inquest  into  the  discovery  of  the  gold  coins  will  be  sent  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  within  the  next  few  days,  said  Det.-Supt.  McCullough.  The 
Nottingham  District  Coroner,  Mr.  C.  A.  Mack,  ordered  the  papers  to  be  sent  when  an  inquest 
jury  decided  that  four  of  the  five  men  who  found  the  hoard  on  a  building  site  near  the  abbey 
had  concealed  some  of  the  coins. — Nottingham  Evetimg  Post,  \9th  December,  1966. 
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Cambridge  Num.  §oc.  Consideration  on  three  very 
varied  topics  was  given’ by  members  at  the  December 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  Mr.  C.  A.  Peel  spoke  first  on  the 
subject  of  Lead  Tokens,  about  which,  he  said,  little 
was  known.  These  tokens  were  undoubtedly  produced 
for  “  small  change  ”  and,  in  the  main,  they  pre-dated 
the  well  known  tokens  of  the  71th  century.  Some 
pieces  are  dated,  and  the  extreme  dates  known  to  the 
speaker  are  1622  and  1787.  The  designs  on  the  tokens 
of  the  series  were  discussed,  these  included  develop¬ 
ments  from  the  cross  and  pellets  types  of  the  medieval 
silver  coins,  human  figures  and  heads,  animals  and  birds, 
and  initials,  no  doubt  those  of  the  issuers.  Mr.  Peel 
commented  upon  the  vast  extent  of  the  series,  an  extent 
not  generally  recognized. 

The  second  speaker  was  Mr.  H.  Osi  who  followed  the 
history  of  the  House  of  Romanov  in  Russia  (1613-1917) 
and  commemorative  medals  connected  with  the  events 
of  the  period.  Personal  details  were  given  of  several  of 
the  16  emperors  and  of  happenings  which  have  been  the 
subject  for  a  number  of  issues  of  medals  and  medalettes, 
the  greatest  flow  of  these  being  about  the  time  of  Alex¬ 
ander  II  which  corresponded  closely  to  the  flow  of 
medals  during  the  Victorian  eta  in  Britain. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Wheeler  then  spoke  of  the  coins  of  Rhodesia 
and  Nyasaland.  The  history  of  the  coinages,  mainly 
that  of  Southern  Rhodesia,  was  traced  from  the  issue  of 
1932,  and  each  change  of  type  or  inscription  was 
mentioned.  The  various  political  changes  and  the  vari¬ 
ations  they  produced  on  the  coinages  were  described, 
these  concluding  with  details  of  the  new  coins  struck  in 
South  Africa  which  have  been  issued  following  the 
declaration  of  Independence. 

Each  of  the  speakers  produced  an  exhibition  of  the 
items  about  which  they  had  been  describing,  and  they 
were  thanked  by  the  vice-president,  Mr.  J.  W.  Clarke 
who  was  in  the  chair,  for  the  interesting  evening  they 
had  provided  for  the  society.

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London  Num.  Club.  At  the  November  meeting  of 
the  Club,  held  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute,  Dr.  Cohn  M. 
Kraay,  f.s.a.,  f.r.n.s.,  spoke  upon  the  coinage  of 
Athens.  In  commencing  his  talk,  which  was  illustrated 
by  lantern  slides,  he  quoted  Sir  Edward  Bunbury  who 
wrote  in  1861  “  To  the  ordinary  collector  the  coins  of 
.Athens  offer  but  little  attraction ;  they  are  not  remarkable 
for  artistic  design  or  beauty  of  execution  j  •  •  •  they  present 
scarcely  any  variety  of  type.”  Dr.  Kraay  said  that  it  was 
his  intention  to  demonstrate  the  fallacy  of  this  dictum. 

The  speaker  explained  that  Athens  in  ancient  times 
ruled  over  an  area  about  the  size  of  Northamptonshire, 
yet  the  influence  exerted  by  this  small  area  on  the  history 
of  civilization  is  unparalleled.  Dr.  Kraay  examined  the 
coinage  from  its  commencement  in,  perhaps,  the 
second  quarter  of  the  sixth  century  to  approximately  50 
B.c.  and  said  that  the  large  amounts  of  silver  required 
for  the  coinage  came  from  the  local  silver  mines.  It  was 
the  wealth  from  these  mines  that  explained  the  prosperity 
of  Athens  which  was  the  reason  for  her  importance. 
The  supply  of  silver  was  cut  off  because  of  war  in  the 
fifth  century  B.c.  and  supplies  were  exhausted  by  about 
406  B.c.  At  this  time  a  gold  coinage  was  introduced, 
made  of  gold  offerings  from  the  Parthenon.  The  lower 
denominations  were  produced  by  the  issue  of  silver- 
plated  tetradrachms  and  drachms. 

After  the  capture  of  Athens  by  the  Spartans  in  404  B.c. 
there  was  a  break  in  the  coinage  but  by  about  390  b.c. 
the  mines  were  reopened  and  production  started  again. 
The  city  nerve  regained  her  imperial  power  of  the 
previous  century  but  by  becoming  part  of  the  Mace¬ 
donian  Kingdom  the  coinage  spread  and  circulated  side 
by  side  with  the  Macedonian  money,  with  which  it  was 
interchangeable.  The  second  century  saw  a  revival  of 
the  Athenian  prospertiy  coupled  with  a  revival  of  the 
coinage.  The  so-called  New  Style  coinage  was  issued 
annuSly  and  often  in  great  quantity.  This  is  probably 
the  most  interesting  period  of  coinage  of  Athens  and 
although  it  has  been  the  subject  of  much  study  there  is 
still  a  lot  to  be  learned  about  it. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  The  November 
meeting  of  the  Society  was  the  occasion  of  the  openmg 
address  of  the  new  President,  Mr.  Lundberg.  He  chose 
as  his  subject  Danish  Orders  and  from  his  talk  several 
interesting  facts  emerged.  On  the  death  of  the  recipient, 
insignia  of  all  orders  have  to  be  returned  and  this  applies 
even  to  gallantry  and  long  service  awards,  also  life  saving 
medals  which  are  aw'arded  by  the  government.  Some 
of  the  conditions  of  award  seem  rather  curious  to  us, 
but  generally  speaking  they  are  more  selective  than 
those  of  British  Orders.  It  is  hoped  that  a  fuller  account 
of  Mr.  Lundberg’s  talk  will  appear  in  the  Journal. 

As  usual  there  were  some  interesting  medals  shown  by 
different  members  and  ideas  exchanged.

A  question  of  topical  interest  “  The  Decimalisation 
of  out  Currency  ”  was  also  discussed.  This  is  due  to 
commence  in  February,  1971,  and  it  is  not  wide.y 
known  that  this  is  far  from  being  a  new  innovation.^ 
Since  Queen  Victoria’s  reign,  attempts  have  been  madt* 
to  introduce  such  a  system,  but  all  have  failed,  the  most^B 
recent  attempt  being  in  1961,  at  a  time  when  Britain 
was  considering  entering  the  Common  Alarket. 
Prototype  Coins  or  “  Patterns  ”  were  produced,  but  not 
adopted.  These,  however,  were  cents,  and  the  present 
proposal  favours  the  term  “New  Pence  ”  a  terrn 
more  appreciated  by  the  writer.  There  is  still  a  legacy  of 
Queen  Victoria’s  move  towards  Decimalisation  in  our 
currency  today— the  florin.  This,  together  with  a 
shilling,  may  well  be  the  only  existing  coins  to  remain.
